REMARKS 

The Applicant has received and reviewed the Office Action dated September 8, 2005 
wherein the Office objected to claims 1-22 due to informalities and rejected claims 1-22 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the reference of Gavin (U.S. Publication 
No. 2002/0166738).
